The speaker waved his Illy white, ta-

The woman who sits up all night 
sewing on buttons.1 stitching her cen- 
tralizing, vitalizing life principle Into 
every button: the slender, underfed 
clerk who stands upon her feet from 8 
In the morning ti!l 5 at night waiting 
on customers In a shop, as many do— 
these creatures must be lifted up. We 
must elevate them. 
We must teach 


them the gospel of play. Be It ours to 
Instruct them that they must c«ase to 
exist on bread and tea, that they must 
eat more nourishing food, that they 
must play, play, play. We are not 
doing our duty to the lower clasisea un- 
less we go down among them, look with 
our own eyes upon their sorrows and 
make them recreate." 


Some of the ladles were so moved at 


the thought of going- down and learning 
the lowev classes' sorrows that they 
put their- five dollar handkerchiefs to 
their eyes and moistened them with a 
tear or two. 


Following Dr. Meltall, Mrs. Richard 


Livingston De Whanging rose to the 
occasion. She hud on a simple gown, 
an Imported trifle that cost »200. It was 
worn'over a new straight front, cost 


, which showed her graceful figure 


to fine advantage. The costume itself 
produced a ripple of applause, which 
•was heightened when Mrs. Livingston 
De Whanging spoke. And she said: 


"I have gone down sometimes among

The closing address was made by th« 


presiding officer, Mrs. Pallestlcr Proud- 
foot It seemed to her, she said, speak- 
ing as a clubwoman, that the collective 
women's clubs of the country hod 
taught their sex who belonged to the 
working classes the noblest lesson of 
all. 
Others were striving to help the 


poorer females; It was the pleasure of 
the woman's club to reach do^yn to 
them from Its unattainable heights and 
ahow them how to help themselves. 
The motto ol the woman's club was 
above all "service," ond she prayed the 
day might never como when Its motto 
would cease to bo "service," Clubwo- 
men had put Into the hands of women 
ot the laboring classes a weapon where- 
by they could help themselves, even as 
clubwomen had done, and that weapon 
ivas organization—"organization,." re- 
peated the laJy president emphailcally. 
The glory of reaching down from their 
pedestal and handing this weapon of 
organization to persona of their t-ex be- 
onglng to the tolling masses would BO 
thundering down the corridors of time 
:o the credit of American clubwomen. 


Whereupon, following this eloijucnt 


burst, the meeting adjourned amid rap. 
urous applause.

the entire island; and which, being seen 
at St. Lucia, led -to the belief that Fort 
de France had bunted. 


Although thousands have been burned 


many still remain to be cremated. 


Searchers while, walking through 
the 


ashes often step upon what appears .to 
be a charred pillar of stone, only to 
learn as it yields gruesomely under foot 
that it is Ui'e trunk of another unfortun- 
ate. 


Some of the walls of the houses that 


still stand crumble and fall at the touch. 
Some idea of the terrible heat that 
poured down from Mount Pctee may be 
'had when it is known that the iron rol- 
lers of the Prinelle sugar 
mills were 


melted as though they had been put into 
a furnace.

works, 


killing twenty-three persons nnd the 
river in the north of the island, now 
swolen by a muddy torrent, overflowed. 


'•On May 8, while there were still de- 


liberations going on at Fort de France 
and St. Pierre, where the night had been 
passed in anguish and ignorance, as to 
whether the eruption of mud was the 
precursor of, or the end of the disaster, 
St. Pierre was, within ten minutes, an- 
nihilated." 


Describing St. Pierre after it had bften 


demolished, the correspondent says: 


"A portion of the upper town was 


razed by a cloud of fire which increased 
as it advanced and crumbled everything 
in its course. In the lower town near 
the harbor, a few walls, bearing traces 
of fire, remained 
standing.

stupefaction of those familiar with the 
spot t)he town clock remained' intact, as 
if to show the precise moment' of

disaster, marking 7:50 and this sinister 
indication deeply affected all \vho saw it.

A SAMPLE OF RUSSIAN CENSOR- 


SHIP. 


Boston Herald: AS .a sample of the 


strict censorship exercised over all print- 
ed matter sent into Russia, 
we may 


quote the report of a commercial agent 
in that country. It seems that a num- 
ber of large English firms have been en- 
deavoring to secure customers in Russia- 
by sending out Catalogues of their, goods 
printed in the Russian language. These 
were sent broadcast to a list of Russian 
retail merdhants whose names were ob- 
tained from the directors, but all this 
printing and work was wasted, for not 
a single one of the circulars was deliver- 
ed. No sooner were they carried across 
the Russian border than they were con- 
fiscated and burned by the- Russian po- 
lice. The Russian law provides that all 
printed matter in the Russian language 
must first pass the censor, and nothing 
is allowed to circulate among the people 
until the censor has approved of it.

PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


That we are a great country, progres- 


sive country and enormously rinh coun- 
try is evidenced from the fact that the 
entire national expenditures in 
1840 


were but $24,317,570. This had risen to 
$63.130,492 in 18fiO under the extrava- 
gance of the presidency of James Bu- 
chanan, and by 1870 the war of the re- 
bellion and attending circumstances--had 
increased the national expenditures • to 
$509.655,561. 1880 showed a decrease to 
$287,642,9.58, but 
by 1890 an increase 


was noted up to $318,404,740. The his- 
tory of the ten years up to 1900 is fa- 
miliar to all. In no previous decade was 
the, progress of the country so great, nor 
the volume of its exports so large, with 
a consequent enormous favorable bal- 
ance of trade. So that in 1900 the ex- 
penses of the nation had risen to $674,- 
081,022, this including the expenditures 
growing out of the operations of 
the 


war with Spain, the growing navy, the 
increased army, and trie rational policy 
of extended public improvement and for- 
tifications of our sea coasts. 
) 


The national expense bill for 1001 was 


$710,150,802 and for 1002 as shown in 
the appropriations for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, $729,911,683. The esti- 
mated appropriations for the coming'fis- 
cal year are placed by some as high as 
$800,848,000, though it is hardly likely 
the figures will reach this amount.

thracite trust evidently has should

ment that Mr. 'Morgan should liaye it in 
his power to levy tribute on every htiusc- 
hold that uses hard coal, and to:^hro\yr 
nearly 150,000 men into idleness 'merely
